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GOVERNMENT SET 
UP NEW PROGRAM 


Austrian, East European studies 
program to open in September

Sprechen Sie Deutsch? Even 
students who don’t speak a word 
of German might be interested in 
the latest program addition to 
the University of Alberta. 

The Canadian Centre for 
Austrian and Central European 
Studies opens its doors in Sep- 
tember, with support from the 
Austrian government and the 
university’s Faculty of Arts. 

The million dollar deal was 
secured on Monday with the 
signing of amemorandum of un- 
derstanding between Patricia 
Clements, Dean of Arts, and 
Walter Lichem, the Austrian 
Ambassador to Canada.

“It’s the high point of my 
stay, my study, my work, my 
commitment to my work here,” 
said Lichem. 

The Austrian government ex- 
amined 76 Canadian universities 
and colleges before the U of A fi- 
nally won the bid. The Canadian 
Centre for Austrian and Central 
European Studies will become 
one of five major centres of its 
kind in North America. 

“The mandate of the centre is 
to stimulate research and teach- 
ing in the culture of Central Eu- 
rope,” said Dr. Manfred Prokop, 
a professor in the department of 
Germanic Languages. “We ex- 
pect that students from across 
Canada who want to work in 
Central European history 
projects, for example, will want 
to come here and do graduate 
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work.” 

Graduate students represent 
only a fraction of those who will 
benefit from the centre, however. 
According to Dr. Franz Szabo, 
the recently appointed director 
of this centre, new undergradu- 
ate courses should be available 
for study by fall of 1999. The new 
courses will not be offered by the 
centre itself. It will coordinate 
courses, to be taught by a vari- 
ety of visiting professors from 
Central Europe who are experts 
in their fields. This includes his- 
tory, political science, music, and 
even the sciences, said Clements. 

Prokop explained that the 
most logical place to establish 
the centre was one with pre-ex- 
isting resources and collections. 
The University of Alberta houses 
a sizable collection on Austrian 
history and is already home to 
the Institute for Ukrainian Stud- 
ies. 

“There is a critical mass be- 
ing built here of major North 
American centres for those kinds 
of studies where Austrians ...will 
just be a part of it,” said Prokop. 

“The Faculty of Arts is work- 
ing hard to create an environ- 
ment in which it is possible for 
students to get a broad interna- 
tional experience,” explained 
Clements. 

Aside from new undergradu- 
ate courses and possibilities for 
graduate work, the centre will 
also host conferences, symposia 
and guest  professorssaid 
Lichem. It will also provide 
books and publications, he 
added. 

Many of these undertakings 
will be financed by the Austrian 
government. 

The new centre will be 
housed in the Old Arts building 
starting in July or August, and 
Szabo, who will arrive here from 
Carleton University at that time, 
said interested students are en- 
couraged to approach him di- 
rectly. 

Literature and web-based 
material will also be available by 
summer.

Students to register toll-free for September studies

Toll-free registration has been 
secured for next year. 

The Office of the Registrar has 
obtained a toll-free telephone line 
allowing students who live outside 
of Edmonton to register without 
having to pay long-distance 
charges. 

The new phone number, 1-888- 
929-UOFA (8632), will work any- 
where in Canada and the continen- 
tal United States. Associate regis- 
trar Paul Pearlstone is unsure if 
calls from Alaska will work. 

Students from Edmonton and 
area are asked to use the existing 
local phone number, 492-5500. 

Academic affairs coordinator 
Erika Brown said the SU pursued 
implenting the toll-free line “be- 
cause a lot of students from out of 
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town were complaining because 
their [long-distance] fees were so 
high.” 

The University still has to pay 
the phone charges, though. “To put 
in a 1-800 line is not expensive at 
all. But then you have to pay the 
long-distance charges,” Pearlstone 
said. 

Based on the number of stu- 
dents with permanent residences 
outside of the Edmonton area and 
the average length of a registration 
phone call, the University esti- 
mated that the bill for the line will 
be about $33,000 per year. 

In order to pay for the new line, 
fees for full-time students will be 
boosted by 50 cents per term next 
year. Part-time students will pay an 
extra 25 cents per term. The rate 
increase did not go to referendum. 


Brown said that the increase was 
agreed to without consulting the 
student body because the Student’s 
Council decided that the service 
was necessary. 

The venture was undertaken in 
order to save students money, said 
Pearlstone. While he conceded that 
local students will be paying for a 
service that they will not use, he 
said that other students will save a 
considerable amount of money. “I 
would be comfortable in saying 
that the University does obtain a 
significant rate advantage [over 
normal citizens],” he said. 

Sheamus Murphy, the current 
SU vp academic and the person 
who initiated the idea of toll-free 
registration, was unavailable for 
comment due to the ongoing SU 
elections.

The University of New Bruns- 
wick Students’ Union Activity fee 
could increase by more than $6.00 
to $105.75, if the first reading of 
the 1998-99 budget is adopted 
without changes. VP finance and 
administration, Jeff Clark, doesn’t 
think that this will be the case. 
“My gut feeling is that someone 
will bitch enough and this fee will 
come down.” Overall expendi- 
tures and revenues are expected 
to decrease for 1998-99, but there 
are some significant increases. 
Spending for the SU administra- 
tion is set to climb nearly $15,000, 
due partly to $8,700 in salary hikes 
to both SU executives of the sum- 
mer and SU Staff.

During the University of West- 
ern Ontario Students’ Council presi- 
dential election, full-time under- 
graduate students were asked in a 
referendum if they would support 
a $75 universal bus pass. They voted 
overwhelmingly in favour of the 
pass, expected to be in place by Sep- 
tember 1998. However, several peo- 
ple are concerned the bus pass 
might not be approved, since any 
‘increase in student fees must be 
passed by the Board of Governors. 
According to vp-Student Issues Sam 
Castiglione, the Board has not ap- 
proved increases to student fees in

John Muir and the Canadian Wilderness 
Dr. Jim Butler 


Professor of Conservation Biology 
Department of Renewable Resources 


In this slide presentation, (intended as a primer for the theatrical performance 
of Lee Stetson as John Muir at the same location 8:00 PM March 11 & 12). 
Professor Butler gives us insight into John Muir, the First Environmentalist, 
and founder of the Wilderness Preservation movement. 

Butler and his graduate student Connie Bresnahan are completing a book 
on John Muir's travels in Canada, and in the influence of Canada on his 
writings and philosophy. This presentation elaborates broadly on Muir's life 
and contributions and shares many little known insights from his time spent in 
Canada beginnig in 1864 where he migrated to Ontario for two years to escape 
the civil war. 

His two years spent in the Canadian wilderness deeply influenced Muir at a 
formative time in his life and shaped his philosophy. The early Ontario 
experience was Muir's first taste of wilderness, and first true test of independ- 
ence and self-sufficiency. It is also an important time of transition where he 
learned to write with the heart of a poet. Muir's nature writing began here in 
Ontario. His first published works ever concerned his emotions at the 
discovery of the Calypso Orchid. 

The magic of Canada never left him. Through his books more and more 
people continue to discover and become inspired by John Muir. Under his 
inspiration, Canadians are rallying in defence of their last relics of old growth 
and uncompromised wild places.

Skelly said. “If we'd solved it, even 
at the last minute, we would have 
been fourth, but you have to be 
careful saying things like that...”

“This year the contest was much 
more math inclined than previ- 
ously, which favours European 
countries,” said Cheng. 

The U of A team managed to 
keep ahead in the score thanks to 
their own math experience, and 
long hours of practice. 


Sifice their victory in the 
regionals, the trio have spent most 
weekends hard at work in prepa- 
ration along with their coach, Dr. 
Piotr Rudnicki, and alternate Niel 
Burch. To practice, Skelly said the 
team studied various-algorithms, 
and planned their strategy to 
optimise the use of only one com- 
puter. 

The contest was sponsored by 
IBM, and Skelley was impressed 
by how well organized it was. 
“They used their Olympic registra- 
tion system on us, so we all got 
badges with our pictures on them, 
and were generally treated like 
royalty,” he said. However, Cheng 
believes the most valuable part of 
the contest was “[learning] many 
different things, because the prob- 
lems cover many areas. That in it- 
self is a good learning experience. 
It was stressful for us for a while, 
but it was fun.”

First of a series trails to begin construction in spring, 1999

Claire Ashton, project coordina- 
tor, said her group is looking for stu- 
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dent input at a pair of meetings to be 
held March 17 and 25. The meetings 
are a way to get opinions from the 
public on a proposed set of recrea- 
tional trails to be built across the city. 
The trails would follow abandoned 
rail lines, she said, with the first to go 
from the Arts Barns at 83 Ave. and 103 
St., over the High Level Bridge, and 
ending just before Jasper Ave. 

“The idea is that anything non- 
motorized is alright,” said Ashton, 
adding that the trails will total about 
30 kilometres once completed. 

“It’s important for us to find out 
what in a trail network would be im- 
portant for everyone.” 

“A lot of [students] are involved 
in environmental issues and we'd like 
to hear from them too.” 

She said the initial trail could be 
used by students to get from down- 
town to the University area, but the 
group wants to know before construc- 
tion begins what concerns, if any, stu- 
dents and others may have. 

“Once we start building, we don’t 
want any surprises.” 

The group wants the trails built 
on level ground and to extend into 
residential areas. Abandoned rail lines 
meet these criteria, said Ashton. The 
trials would also link up with the river 
valley trails, she added. 

If all goes well, landscaping and 
construction on the first trail would 
begin “with the first sign of robins in 
1999,” she said. 

The first meeting will be held 
March 17 at the Ritchie Community 
League at 7727-98 Ave. The second 
will be March 25 at the Grant 
MacEwan Community College 
downtown campus in room 6-313. 
Both meetings start at 6 p.m. and are 
expected to run till 9 p.m.

DISCIPLINE INTERPRETATION AND ENFORCEMENT BOARD 
FEBRUARY 27, 1998 RULING 


APPELLANT: Mimi Williams RESPONDENT: Karen Wichuk - Chief Returning Officer (CRO) 


FACTS: Ms. Williams laid a complaint with the CRO alleging violations of the Students’ Union Elections 
bylaw #300 by the Student Union President, Vice President - Student Life, and Vice President - External by 
actively campaigning without taking a leave of absence from the Students’ Union. The CRO ruled that 
there were no violations because the executive members were not acting under the Elections bylaw #300, 
but rather were acting under the Plebiscite and Referenda bylaw #350, which does not require a leave of 
absence to be taken Ms Williams then appealed the CRO decision to the DIE Board, asking that certain 
provisions of bylaw #300 be extended to the single source cold beverage referendum 


DECISION: The Students’ Union executive members are under no obligation to take a leave of absence 
from the Students’ Union in order to actively campaign in the single source cold beverage referendum. 
- unanimous 


Both sections 25 and 43 of bylaw 300 require Students’ Union executive members to take a leave of 
absence prior to campaigning, however, as the CRO has ruled, bylaw 300 applies only to Students’ Union 
elections and not to plebiscites and referendum. Bylaw 350, the Plebiscite and Referenda bylaw, imposes 
no requirement to take a leave of absence prior to campaigning. The Students’ Union elections and the 
single source cold beverage referendum, while occurring simultaneously, are two separate and distinct 
activities and each is governed by its own Students’ Union bylaw. The DIE Board has no authority to 
apply the provisions of bylaw 300 to the referendum. 


The Board also considered whether a recommendation should be made to Students’ Council to amend 
bylaw 350 to include a provision for a leave of absence for Students’ Union executive members who wish 
to campaign in a referendum or plebiscite. It was decided by a vote of 4-0, with one abstention, that no 
recommendation of that nature should be made 


It was accepted that referendum issues are part of the job of Students’ Union executive members and to 
require them to take a leave of absence in order to fulfill a job requirement would be too onerous a 
demand. ‘The result would inevitably be the calling of fewer referendums by the Students’ Union, which 
would decrease the influence of the student body in major decision-making. On balance, the reduction 
of access to Students’ Union decision-making by the student body through referendums is seen to be a 
greater harm than any perceived imbalance in the referendum process by allowing Students’ Union 
executive members to continue to collect their paycheques while campaigning for a referendum.

magine that your weirdest, funniest, 

craziest friend wrote a play. Then 

imagine that this friend cloned him/ 
herself and acted in it. Now, imagine that 
this friend wrote two plays. You’d haul 
your carcass to go see those plays, 
wouldn’t you? 

So what are you sitting down for? The 
minutes, laughs, and jokes fly by in Deux 
Durang, two fast-moving plays by Ameri- 
can playwright Christopher Durang. 

The first play, For Whom the Southern 
Belle Tolls is a satire of the Tennesee 
Williams play The Glass Menagerie. In this 
incarnation, the glass animal collecting 
protagonist Laura is transformed into a 
hypochondriac, swizzlestick collecting 
character named Lawrence. Ron 
Pederson’s Lawrence imagines he has 
“asthma-hlahhh,” a skin disease and a 
limp that switches between legs and has 
different manifestations, depending on 
how pathetic he feels like being. 

His mother Amanda, played by 
Davina Stewart, has little patience or sym- 
pathy for the feeble Lawrence and his 
lame collection of glass cocktail stirrers. 
Amanda’s snide “momma’s only jokin’” 
jokes, delivered in a Southern accent, 
quickly prompt Laurence’s infuriating re- 
tort, “Careful, momma, my asthma- 
hlahh!” 

Roger Schultz plays Lawrence’s lout- 
ish elder brother Tom, who works in a 
warehouse. Tom gets coerced into bringing 
home a girl named Ginny (Stephanie Wolfe) 
as a potential wife for Lawrence. Wolfe’s 
Ginny is a butch dock-worker whose pub- 
lic speaking classes encourage her to speak 
up nice and loud. Really loud. 

I’m getting the giggles just remember- 
ing the play. You’ll never look at 
swizzlesticks the same way after this per- 
formance. 

The second play ‘Dentity Crisis was

inspired by Durang’s readings on schizo- 
phrenic patients whose conditions were 
the result of dysfunctional family inter- 
actions. He took the premise and ran with 
it, composing the play in one evening. 
Wolfe appears as Jane, the suicidal 
schizophrenic patient who is the only sane 
person in her household. Jane’s mother 
Edith, played by a wacky Marianne 


Copithorne, claims to have invented 
cheese, and having an illicit affair with 
Jane’s brother. 

To make things more complicated, it’s 
unclear whether Jane’s — let’s say “rela- 
tive” — Robert (Ron Pederson) is really 
her brother, father, or grandfather.

A nnie lives alone with only towers 
of books to keep her company. Ac- 
tually, that isn’t true. She has ghosts to keep 
her company, too. These ghosts do battle 
in her mind and before our eyes. They be- 
long to people in her past whose 
expirations have left her unable to confront 
them as living beings. 

Annie (Sharon Bakker) is someone dev- 
astated by the death of her first love 
Mitchell (Patrick Howarth), who was killed 
ina riot the day he asked her to marry him. 
Every year since 1935, he returns as a ghost 
to ask for her hand. Her conservative rela- 
tionship with Mitchell sharply contrasts the 
passionate one between her sister Flo 
(Shannon Quinn) and Zakarchuk (Aaron 


Franks), the other two ghosts. 

Annie was always the good girl, the one 
who always followed the rules. Flo, on the 
other hand, was a romantic who did what 
she pleased. This contrast leaves Annie 
messed up, bitter over her adherence to 
rules and envious over Flo’s ability to break 
them. When an unwed, pregnant Flo runs 
off with Zakarchuk, Annie is both disgusted 
and jealous. 

By keeping these spirits as company, 
Annie avoids facing the world outside her 
room. That all changes when Flo’s grand- 
son Zak (Chris Fassbender) breaks into her 
home and decides to stay. He initially comes 
because he thinks she is an easy hustle, but 
ends up staying because he wants the at- 
tention he never got at home from Flo. 

Although Annie and Zak constantly 
squabble, they enjoy each other’s company. 
Some of the play’s best scenes are when the 
two bait each other, playing off one anoth- 
er’s witty sarcasm. Eventually, Zak sees that 
Annie is more than a lonely, crazy old bat. 
In turn, she sees that he is more than just a 
delinquent. 

Zak’s presence, a reminder of the world 
outside her room, forces Annie to confront 
the ghosts she has kept as company. It helps 


and you have one thoroughly confused 
and distressed girl. 

When you see this demanding and ut- 
terly hysterical piece, you'll be amazed by 
the virtuosity of the actors and the comic 
genius of the playwright. And, you'll 
come home with the easiest recipe for ba- 
nana bread you've ever encountered.

her understand that there are things beyond 
the rules she never questioned; there is 
laughter, romance, and imagination. 

Bakker is moving as the distraught 
Annie, who is unable to live life for herself 
the way her sister did. She convinces the 
audience that despite her prim and proper 
behaviour, Annie wants to rebel. 

The rest of the cast do what they can 
with a story that’s clever in invention, but 
poor in execution. The concept of revealing 
Annie’s past with visiting ghosts is inter- 
esting, but playwright Mansel Robinson 
loses sight of what’s important. 

Robinson writes a tight first act, build- 
ing up tensions and mysteries in the char- 
acters, but his script quickly loses focus in 
the second. Things meander as revelations 
of the past shed little insight into the char- 
acters. The meaning behind some of their 
speeches become muddy as Robinson tries 
to turn their words into poetry. 

The lessons are true enough, though. 
Robinson does a fair job of showing that liv- 
ing isn’t about learning facts and sticking 
to outdated values. It’s about setting up val- 
ues for yourself and making peace with the 
past. In the end, there are no ghosts, just 
memories.

In late 1996, Case gingerly ap- 
proached Mint Records (the label 
to which Maow is signed) about 
putting out some of her country 
songs. The next day, the deal was 
done, despite the fact that Case 
hadn’t even shown them her 
songs. 

Her debut country album, The 
Virginian, came out in early 1997 
and has gotten a huge push across 
Canada. “I’ve gotten such great 
support from campus radio and 
the CBC,” said Case. “We’ve been 
grateful for the attention.” 

Attention is an understate- 
ment. Over the last year, Case and 
her rotating “boyfriends” (guest 
musicians from established Cana- 
dian bands) have been signed to 
Bloodshot Records (Whiskeytown 
and the Old 97s) for a US distribu- 
tion deal and have hooked up with 
Billions Corporation (Pavement, 
Southern Culture on the Skids, 
The Jesus Lizard) for US bookings. 

The Virginian was released on 
Bloodshot in February and Case is 
now awaiting the release of a 7” 
record she recorded with The 
Sadies. 

And are The Sadies her official 
touring band? “So they say,” she 
laughed. “I hope so. I worship 
them.” Despite the greatness of the 
Torontonians, Case has a list of 
“dream boyfriends” she would 
like to work with for her next re- 
lease. “I want to get [Sadies’ gui- 
tarist] Dallas’ mom,” Case said. 

“I collaborated with Brian 
from Whiskeytown on a song and 
I'd like to work with him again,” 


wants to put out a live recording 
of The Corn Sisters, which features 
Case and Carolyn Mark of the 
Vinaigrettes. “We were thinking 
about calling it The Other Women 
and be smiling on the cover,” she 
laughs.

The happy couple returns to New 
York and, sure enough, Helen becomes 
pregnant.

The couple gets married out 
at Kilronan, and Helen meets Jackson’s 
paternal grandma, Alice (Nina Foch), who 
warns Helen of the seedy ways of her new 
mother-in-law. 

The newly weds return to New York,

The story line was shabbily con- 
structed, and the plot had obviously 
been revised numerous times. There 
were far too many plot holes. The rea- 
sons behind Jackson’s father’s death 
and the details about Jackson’s upbring- 
ing were left unexplored. 

The first half of the movie was way 
too rushed. It seemed that the editor 
had either spent a considerable amount 
of time hacking off bits of story line, or 
was in a rush to get to the story’s cli- 
max. Simply stated, the story did not 
flow. 

Do not go and see this movie. Even 
if you drool over Gwyneth Paltrow, it 
just ain’t worth it.

Also selected were the 
CWUAA all-star team selections. 
The University of Alberta led the 
race with four players selected for 
the honor. 

To the Canada West First Team, 
Bears goaltender Dale Masson was 
selected, as well as defenceman 
Trevor Sherban and forward Mike 
Jickling. 

Sherban leads the all-stars with 
his fourth appearance, while 
Jickling is making his second. Mak- 
ing his debut is Mike Thompson, 
who was named to the second 
team. 

But while the awards may 
mark excellence in performance, 
they mean nothing to the Golden 
Bears unless they can prove their 


worth in the playoffs. Historically, 
the Golden Bears have easily 
beaten out our Southern neigh- 
bours, but, as you know, playing in 
the playoffs is a whole differeny 
ball game ... er, hockey game. 

It’s no doubt they come in with 

the ability to win this series, but the 
question is whether they can put 
that skill to use is another question.

brought this team together. In con- 
trast, I don’t think Victoria is play- 
ing their best basketball right now. 
In the GBI tournament and those 
first games we played them at 
home, they played their best bas- 
ketball,” said Semeniuk. 

The Victoria Vikes lost their 
first game at home this weekend in 
their best out of three series win 
against Lethbridge, so the Golden 
Bears realize that the possibility of 
winning two in Victoria is legiti- 
mate.
